Stanley Mathews on the Sil- 
ver Question. 


Cuicaco, Dec. 10.—An Inter- Ocean 
Washington special says: Mathews’ 
speech to-day is regarded as the ablest 
argument in favor of remonetization 
ever delivered in Congress. He spoke 
an hour and a half and had unusual 
attention. Senator Jones says it will 
convince the country if it will not con- 
vince the anti-silver men. Conkling's 
motion to make Mathews’ resolution 
joint instead of concurrent was made 
in order to force President Hayes to 
declare at once whether he would sign 
the bills making bonds payable in sil- 
ver as well as well as gold. Joint res- 
olutions are submitted to him while 
concurrent are not. Should he refuse 
to sign the resolution Conkling knows 
that a great many citizens favoring re- 
monetization will be arrayed against 
him. The silver men favor this amend- 
ment, and will pass it if it comes up 
again. Edmunds prevented a vote on 
Mathews’ resolution by a motion to ad- 
journ. The Senate will decide to-mor- 
row whether the resolution shall be 
acted on before the silver bill. Allison 
has charge of the latter measure, and 
will make an opening short speech. 
Its advocates are not inclined to talk, 
but the opponents will consume con- 
siderable time. Allison, Jones and 
others will endeavor to get the bill 
through before recess by night ses- 
sions. Jones thinks the Senate will 
not agree to the amendments of the 
Finance Committee, but that the Bland 
bill as it comes from the House will 
pass. If he speaks at all he will op- 
pose the amendments.

Hence, early in the 
summer pork went down to four and 
four and a half cents a pound for un- 
dressed, and has remained at those 
figures to the present time. It is now 
the oo pan opinion among farmers 
that these prices will not pay. That 
there are too many pigs in the country. 
But as hogs can be increased very 
rapidly, so they can be reduced in 
numbers very readily, and the reduc- 
ing is now going on. Breed- 
ing has been checked toa great extent, 
and more than this, ay a litter of 
pigs are killed at sight to prevent a 
worse death by starvation. Now that 
one extreme generally follows another 
in California agriculture, we expect 
within a year to be called upon to no- 
tice the fact that hogs are scarce and 
pork in demand at high figures.
